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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set 
forth in section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and 
the phor art are such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the 
invention was made to a person having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. 
Patentability shall not be negatived by the manner in which the invention was made. 

Claims 11-17 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over 
Choi (US Patent No. 7,291 ,054) in view of Takeda et al. (US Patent No. 6,461 ,242). 

Choi discloses a remote control transmitter (i.e. radio or infrared) for a toy car 
that includes a control stick (i.e. control shaft), a supporter, and a bearing section (see 
Figure 13, for example); a light source (54). 

Choi does not disclose the control stick explicitly having the switches with

pressing sections, elastic sections, and ribs. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill in the art at the time the 
invention was made to provide pressing sections, elastic sections, and ribs as taught by 
Takeda et al., since such a modification would provide an alternate switching 
arrangement. 
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Claim 18 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over the 
references as applied to claim 1 1 above, and further in view of Yonezawa (US Patent 
No. 5,158,495). 

The modified invention of Choi lacks a charging terminal and built-in power 
source. 

Yonezawa teaches a toy vehicle controlled by a remote control transmitter and 
having a charging terminal and port for charging a built-in battery. 

It would have been obvious to one having ordinary skill In the art at the time the 
Invention was made to provide a charging terminal and a built-in battery as taught by 
Yonezawa, since such a modification would provide a power source that is easily 
renewable.
